COUNTY SEAT NEWS

Doylestown, December 18,1905. 


Loss than half of the number of cases 


on the civU and equity list were tried be- 
fore Judge Mablon H. Stout last week, 
because of a lack of time . 
Five days is 


not a great length of time in which to try 
long-winded civil cases in each of which 
perbaps o score of witnesses are to be 
beard. 
One of tbe cases took two r"ays 


and consequently more than half of the 
cases were either settled or continued. 


One of the lengthy cases was an action 


of assnmpait Jorought by John P. Yost 
against Stacy S. Johnson, in which J. 
Freeman Heudricks, Esq., represented 
tbe plaintiff and William 0. Stnohert, 
Esq., tbe defendant. 


This was an action to recover under a 


ease. Stacy S. Johnson owned the farm, 
lately known as the William 0. Blacfcfaa 
farm in Solebnry township. Mr. Yost 
was to conduct and manage the farm 
under conditions provided in the lease 
and was to receive for his compensation 
one half of the produce of the farm. 
The defendant, it was claimed, failed to 
set apart to him one half tbe crops and 
made public sale of the crops, the poul- 
try, the hogs and sundry other things to 
which Yost was entitled to his share. 
John failed and refused to pay to 
Yost 


such or any share, and it was for the 
recovery of such share and for various 
services, not required under the 
lease, 


done at the instance of Johnson, for 
which suit is brought. 
The amount 


claimed is about $589 with interest from 
April 1, 1905. 


Many witnesses were heard on both 


sides and the principal contention, of 
course, was over the accounts. The 
jury after brief deliberation returned a 
verdict in favor of Yost for $377.76. 


RANDALL VS. SHORT LINE. 


No case heard this weeK excited as 


much interest aa that brought by Thomas 
Randall, et al, heirs of 
Chatlee Ran- 


dall, late of Langhorne, against 
the 


Mew York Short Line Railroad, to re- 
cover for damages done to their farm 
near Trevose, 
by the railroad going 


through it. 
The action was taken on 


an appeal from the award of the 
jury 


which gave the heirs $5000. 


Ex-Judge Barman Yerkes and Harvey 


S. Kiser, Esq., represented 
the 
heirs 


and William 0. Ryan, Esq., and Col. 
Henry D. Paiaon, the Short Line, which 
is a branch of the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing road. 


Many witnesses were called on both 


sidee. It was shown by a dralt that the 
railroad went through the farm for a dis- 
tance of 2261 feet, the right of way vary- 
ing from 50 to 170 feet in width, at a dis- 
tance of net nearer than 800 feet from the 
farm buildings. It was shown also that 
the farm is really two farms of 72 and 
62 acres, respectively and that about 7 
acros of land was taken. 


It was a "scrappy" trial, attorneys on 


both sides trying to keep out much tes- 
timony, which was oSered. 
Even be- 


fore the case began there were signs of 
what was to come when all the jurymen 
were questioned as to whether they were 
stockholders in the railroad, employes of 
it or had passes from it. 
When they re- 


plied in the negative Ex-Judge Yerkees 
emarked with a smile,' " Yon all seem to 
be pure and good," and the case pro- 
teedfd. 


Thomas Randall, one of the plaintiffs, 


Samuel C. Eastburn, Hon. Charles S. 
Vandergift, Ool. James Lewis, Dr. W. W. 
Udge, Krewson Ridge, James G. Oryor, 
nines E. MagiU, Thomas Situs, Daniel 
Jeans and Harvey H. Gillam, were the 
witnesses for tbe heirs and their esti- 
mates of tbe amount of damage done 
anged from $11,000 to $19,000. 
Most of 


hem placed the value of the land before 
he railroad was built at $300 or there- 
atjouts. 
The elements of damage which 


hey said they considered included the 
oss of the land, the curtailing' of the 
water supply, the damage from Sre, the 
lirt and smoke of a railroad and the fact 
ihat having a railroad so near spoils the 
ipportnnity to sell the farm for a coun- 
ry seat for which purpose it was espe- 
ially adapted and would command the 
most money. 


Witnesses for the railroad fixed the 


amount of damage from $2500 to $4000. 
Chose who testified to these facts were 
Samuel 3. Garner, of' Hatboro; John B. 
Eirkpatrick, who lived near tbe farm; 
Edward R. Kirk, of Pineville and Thom- 
as Shallcross, of Byherry. They testified, 
as had some of tbe others who had been 
on the stand, that land in the neighbor- 
hood of the farm had been selling for 
'rom $75 to $185 an acre, the larger price 
having been paid by railroad companies 
under forced purchases. 


Friday morning the jury returned a 


verdict in favor of the heirs for $12,991, 
causing 
considerable surprise among 


hose who beard the case. Counsel for 
he railroad immediately made a motion 
or a new [rial.

struck in tne breast by the brake and EO 
seriously injured that she had suffered 
ever since from neurasthenia—nerve- ex 
haustioo—had been obliged to give up 
deem making, compelled to hire a ser 
vant, and had paid out about $200 for 
medicine animedical attention. 


Tbe main facts of her testimony'were

Horse Fell in Open Trench 


Mrs. Sarah Cox, owner of the Penn 


Valley Stock Farm, near Morrisville, ia 
confined to her home at Penn Valley

when a wagon, to- 


gether with the horse she was driving,

Authorizing Tlio Delaware & Atlantic Tele- 
graph ana Telephone Company, Ha nucceahorp 
and assigns, to construct, malntain.and operate 
Its posts, poles, cables, wires and oil Other ne- 
cessary overhead apparatus, on, over and 
along | and Its conduits, dueta, malna. pipe*. 
cables, wires, manholes, distributing poles and 
ft.ll other necessary underground appliances on, 
under and through the streets, alleys and high- 
ways within tae limits of the Boroiiah of Tul- 
lytown, In the county of Bucks iina" State of 
Pennsylvania; and prescribing the manner oi 
placing tbe same, and regulating the use of the 
streets, alleys and highways by said company. 


The Burgess and Council of the Borough ol 


Tullytown, lu the county of Bucks and Stute ot 
Pennsylvania, do ordain and enact us follows: 


Section 1. That permission be and Is hereby 


granted to The Delaware & Atlantic Telegraph 
and Telephone Company. Its successors and HK- 
aigns, to construct, maintain and operate its 
posts, poles, cables, wires and all other necessary 
overhead apparatus, on, over and along ; and Its 
conduits, duds, maiue, pipes, cable', wlrea, man- 
holes, distributing po es and all other neceseary 
underground appliances, on, under and through. 
the streets, alleys and highways within the limits 
of the Borough of 'J ullytowu, in the county of 
Bucks and State of Pennsylvania, subject to tbo 
following provisions; 


Section 2. Tbat alt poles erected by said com- 


pany shall be neat and symmetrical, and shall 
not be less than twenty (20) feet abore the sur- 
face ot tbe grourd, and shall be »o located as in 
no way to interfere with the safety or conven- 
ience of persons travelling on or over the naid 
streets, alleys and highways; and in the work of 
installing and maintaining Its underground sys- 
tem, said company shall not open or encumber 
more of any street, alley or highway than will be 
accessary to enable It to perform same with -oid 
per economy and efficiency, nor shall It permit 
Bach opening or encumbrance to remain for a 
longer period than shall be necessary to do the 
work for which bald opening shall have been 
made.

successors and assigns, snail pay to the Treasurer 
of the Borough of Tullytown, for the use of tlie

the sum of seventy five cents (8.76) per annum 
for each and every pole erected, or hereafter to 
be erected, within tue said borough.
